The imperial edict referred to was issued by Viceroy Tak Su, successor to 


Li Hung Chans' in Cantonp rovince, an d is as follows: 


"An important imperial decree was i ssued on the 23d day of the sixth moon. 


It says: We have losi'Tien Tein and great precautions are taken in Pekin. 


No »eace can. be obtained without going through a war. In the time of Chan?! 


an agreement was made that no murder can be inflicted upon ministers from, 


abroad. It is a month since the mm'ster of Germany was assassinated br 


boxers, and strict orders have been given for the arrest of thernurderes. we 


are trying our utmost to preserve the lives of the other ministers, andi thejt 


are still in Pekin. We fear that the viceroys and governors may misunder- 


stand the inteatioK of the decree, reiving upon the safety of these ministers as 


a ground for making peace and takine no heed whatever to prepare for at- 


tack and defense. The neglect to fort] fy the districts under their jurisdiction 


will bring endless calamity. Vtoerovs and governors are to pay attention to 


and to urge on preparations for coast attack and defense; and they are to 
take the consequences In case any terri tory being lost entirely; through their 
carelessness. 


The Europeans understand thoroughly the last part of the edict, which 


means that the viceroys and governors are commanded by the empress dow- 
ager to prepare for a Chinese war aeaiust the allied powers. Viceroy Tak Su 
is bitterly anti-foreign, and he fa increasing his army and armaments', mili- 
tary and marine. 


London, July 26—While the latest im pression derived from the arary of- con- 


flicting telegrams from the far east is tfiat a portion of the foreign colony at 
Pekin may have escaped slaughter, unt il recent date, the concensus of the best 
informed opinion of Europe seems to co ntinue to favor the acceptance of the 
worst new.9 and prompt action thereon, the contention being that only t>os- 
sibilty of definitely ascertahiina the tru th is by the allied commanders inauir- 
ing for it at Pekin. 


Judging from the news from Tien Tsin, however, recording the divisions 


among the admirals'tRere, the prospects for a speedy advance seem to be en- 
gendered! unless the governments speedily agree upon a sun-reme leader. 


Telegrams from Shanghai report that Li Hung Chang has taken up his 


abode at the arsenal as a measure of precaution. It is n'ot stated whether 
he feared an a/ttaok by Chinese or swm e attempts of the powers to- curtail his 
liberties. 


Apparently the foreign consuls at Shanghai have informed the viceroy that 


unless he obtained definite dispatches from Pekin within five days they would 
conclude the ministers had been murdered and aot accordingly. 


Reports are current tfiat a number of mlsionaries, either Argerlcan or Hnjr- 


lish, have been murdered to Shan. Si. 


A dispatch from Shanghai says: "Th e Canadian missionaries who escaoed

New Orleans, July 26—All last night 


and up to 3 o'clock this morning1 mobs 
ran riot throught the city on a hunt for 
negroes. 


All the black men they came across 


were attacked, several being killed and 
other so badly hurt that they were 
left for dead. 


The outbreak was caused by the kill- 


ing of two policemen by negroes'. 


The mobs were composed almost en- 


tirely of boys under 21. 


Baptist Filo, aged 75, was beat and 


shot to death, and three unknown, ne- 
groes shared similar fates. 


Ona was pulled off a trolley car and 


killed. 


Another car which carried negroes 


wag riddl-ed with bullets and the; mo- 
torman and conductor wounded. 


Several white persons were uninten- 


tionally wounded by bullets intended 
for black men. 


All the negroes attacked were inof- 


fensive, and for a time the police were 
powerless. 


The most violent crowd was a mob 


down town. A mob which did' terrible 
execution and "kept up its work until 
half past 3 o'clock. 


A notorious character took the lead 


and they headed for the neighborhood 
of Franklin and Custom, House streets. 
They found no negroes there and were 
going down Villers street toward some 
negro hovels when they saw a negro in 
a crowded Villers street car. 


They halted the car and pulled the 


trolley off. They ordered the 20 pas- 


sengers out and then murdered the 
black man. 


He was dragged out and filled with 


lead, being- instantly killed. He was 
evidently a laborer. His name is un- 
known. 


The mob then moved on out to the 


vicinity of Old Basin, on Toulouse 
street, and terrorized that neighbor- 
hood, but evidently found no negroes. 


They then went down as far as Kel- 


lerre and Dauphin streets where they 
found the old negro, Baptist Filo, whom 
they beat and shot. 


Coming up town again, they headed 


for French Market and met an un- 
known negro on Decatur street, whom 
they promptly beat into an insensible 
condition. He died shortly after. He 
had been pulled from a meat wagon 
which he was driving to French Mar- 
ket. 


They found another negro- in t-he mar- 


ket and promptly put an. end to his 
existence. He is not known. 


They located a porter in the Louis- 


ville and NashviHe pay car and chased 
him up the levee. He ran into the 
custom house where he was protected 
by the nightwatchnran at the point of 
a Winchestej. 


The crowd moved around for a while 


and then gradually dispersed. 


Just before daybreak the remnants 


of the mob gathered in the vicinity of 
the Spanish fort railroad to waylay 
negroes as they were going to work. As 
they came along the 
mob chased 


them, firing at them as they ran.

CHINESE GENERAL RISING SEEMS CERTAIN 


All Missionaries Ordered to Take Refuge without Delay at 


Shanghai or Hong Kong, Doubt Oaused by Conger Message, 


Britifah Honored by Americans in Command 


' tondoo, July 26.—The Shanghai cor- 
taspondent of The Dally Express, tele- 
graphing ye^tjjrday, says: "A general 
rising throciJWiUt'OhinalaBOW regarded 
«a so ab&lutelytertain that all the 
missionaries throughout the empire 
toave been ordered to take r«fuge with- 
out delay, either at Shanghai or Hong 
Kong. • Refugee* are beginning to ar- 
rive from all points in the most pitiable 
condition. 


"As the result of a constant corre- 


spondence with the governor of Shan 
Tung, Li Hung Chang this afternoon 
Announced that the .imperial govern- 
ment has prepared at any moment to 
five & safe convoy to the members of 
the foreign legations from Pekln to Tien 
Tsln provided a guarWUee were given 
that no advance wouM be nrnde upon 
the capital, and that all matters In dis- 
pute between China and the powers 
would be made the subject of friendly 
negotiation*. 


COLONEL TJBCTJTfc 


"In the same communication to the 


Consuls Earl Id stated that the imperial 
government had submitted to the powers 
a statement of its position, d-eclaring 
that it had suffered greatly by recent 
events, but desired not only to suppress 
rebellion, but also to remove the causes 
of the hostility of foreign powers. 
Therefore he hoped that the offer to 
escort the foreigners to Tien Tsln would 
be regarded as an earnest of the desire 
of the Chinese government for the re- 
newal of friendly relations. 


"The consuls rspiiad that no basis for 


friendly negotia-tio-na was possible until 
proof was at hand that the ministers 
were still living:. Consul Warren de- 
clined to discuss the matter at all; but 
tn hia reply to the Fremch consul, Li 
Hung- Chang undertook to obtain a satis- 
factory message from the French minis- 
ter (M. Pichon) within five days."

This message from Minister Conger 


was the niat communication of unques- 
tionable authenticity which has been 
received from the American minister at 
Pekln alnce his urgent appeal for help of 
! June 12. It establishes clearly th« fact 
!th«t the American minister, and prob- 
ably the oth'er legatlonere, were alive on 
July 4, thpuffh.ln sore straits. 
There- 


fore, It completely and finally disposes of 
the first'stories thffit-were published from 
Shanghai of ''the maosacre of June 27. 
It is true that it does not in itself "nega- 
tive the subsequent reports of the 
massaci e on July 6, two days later than 
the di spat TO. A notable omission In Mr. 
Conger's dispatch is the failure to men- 
tion the assassination,of the- German 
minister at Pekln, which surely occurred 
many days before'he wrote his message. 


A discussion of the authenticity of the 


dispatch from Minister Conger, dated at 
Pekln on tae 18th inst, has developed 
the fact that, several years ago, a copy 
of the state department cipher code dis- 
appeared and never ha« been recovered. 
These code books are numbered and re- 
ceipted for when placed in the hands of 
those entitled to them. The intimation 
was given that the missing code book 
fell into the hand* of the Chinese gov- 
ernment. 
This information waa cal- 


culated to Inspire a doubt of the au- 
thenticity of the Conger message. 


State department officials decline to 


discuss the etory of the theft of the code 
book, but do enter a denial 'that they 
ever ente-rtain-ed a suspicion that It had 
fallen Into the hands of the Chinese gov- 
ernment. It is known that several years 
ego a copy of the old state department 
cipher, which since has been changed, 
was made. A copj*of this, the authori- 
ties have strong reasons to believe, 
found its way Into the possession of an- 
other government—not ^ the Chinese. 
This old code has been"out of use for 
many years, but Minister Conger Is one 
Of the few officials who has been usinglt. 
He does not employ the new code 


Mr. Conger's letter, the suus-cance of 


•which has been transmitted to the 
United States secretary of the navy 
through Captain Thomas of ?he United 
States cruiser Brooklyn, has increa&ed 
the belief in London that there is no hope! 
for the foreign legations in Pekln, and 
that'the elaborate fabric of dispatches 
which the Chinese are building- to per- 
suade the civilized world that the min- 
isters are still alive is only intended to 
enable them to gain time to complete 
preparations for warfare. 


While these brief sidelights as to the 


fate of the Europeans leave little ground 
for hope, Shanghai sends a batch of 
reports indicative of preparations for 
hostilities on the part of the Chinese. 
It is alleged that the Yang Tse viceroys 
bave sent deputies to Shanghai to in- 
quire as to the prospect of raising a for- 
eign loan, ostensibly to pursue military 
operations against the Boxers, whose 
movement is extending rapidly south- 
ward with constantly growing1 strength, 
and has reached a point where the 
provinces of Shan Tung, Ho Nan and 
Bhan SI meet, leaving behind it a trail 
of burned missions and murdered Chris- 
tians. 


Simultaneously there Is a movement 


northward of southern Chinese troops to 
Join the main army gathered to oppose 
the foreign advance on Pekin. 
The 


•trength of this principal force is now 
Mtimated at 300,000 men. 


It is believed that another two or three 


•Weeks must elapse before the Chinese 
preparations are completed. 
It is re- 


ported that 3000 Chinese troops and more 
guns are being sent to reinforce the 
garrison of the Kiang Tin forts, com- 
manding the entrance to the Yang Tse 
Kiang, 90 miles east of Nankin. 


These signs of unrest In the southern 


provinces are coincident with Li Hung 
Chang's presence in Shanghai. 
They 


are supposed to be the beginning of a 
general declaration against the for- 
eigners. 


According to the Shanghai correspon- 


dent of The Times, Li Hurrg.Chang Isre- 
iiding at the residence of Liu, who waa 
the envoy of the empress dowager in the 
secret mission to Japan. He has re; 
ceived secret instructions to remain at 
Shanghai and to endeavor to open ne- 
gotiations with a view of preventing the 
European advance. 


With this accumulation of evidence of 


an impending big struggle comes also 
the news of disagreements between the 
(lowers and the foreign commanders, 
which threaten to hamper united action 
end to encourage Chinese resistance.

tee Plain Seen Starving: and Dylcff 
Amid Soeues of Oriental Plenty nnd 
Splendor—Some of the H»rrowlugr 
Instance*. 
The most picturesque account of the 


horrors "of "India's burden" is sent 
by the well known French writer, 
Pierre Loti, to the Paris Figaro. He 
writes; 


"At the end of May we came to the 


pink city Jaipur across a dying coun- 
try. 
Three hundred miles of drought 


and dust were traversed- Two rainy 
seasons have passed without bringing 
a cloud. The meadows are without 4 
sign of herbage, the trees without a 
leaf. Whole territories look like the 
desert The paddy fields and pastur- 
age are as dried up as other places, 
and yet the animation of former daya 
goes oa about the city. The avenues 
of dead trees leading to the crenelated 
ramparts and arched gates are crowned 
•with wains drawn by flies of camels, 
white robed men on horseback, women 
in long red or yellow veils—In short, 
with all the life and color of plentiful 
years. But what means this ominous 
heap of rags at the "foot of the ram- 
parts? 
Human forms show through 


it. Why do all those people Me that ; 
way, huddled on the ground? Are 
they drunk or in a feve,r? They are 
parched up and fleshless, the merest; 
skin and bone. They must be mum- 
mies. But no, they have life. Their 
eyelids move, and, seeing strangers, 
they look at them and try to rise. 
There are even two or three who stand 
up on long bands that can hardly be 
called legs. 
' 


"We go on to the second gate In the 


Inner wall, painted pink to the very | 
crenelation. It is the pink of a silk j 
ribbon, with white flowers, In the In- | 
dian style, forming a regular pattern ' 
over its whole surface. In the thick 
dust under it is another heap of human 
beings, dark and dried up, as If char- 
red. 
They are like skeletons upon 


which brown parchment baa been 
glued and aw the more horrible Be- 
cause of the lovely rose and white 
flowers above them. Their bones show 
with horrible distinctness. The rotula 
of the elbows form big balls like knots 
on a crabtree stick. The thighs are 
much more slender than the doable ' 
bound leg. There are family groups, ' 
there are solitary sufferers, there are . 
others lying in the throes of death, j 
with arms extended crosswise, there i 
are others still able to squat They | 
are motionless. The light of fever is j 
In their glazed eyes, and the lips are 
drawn back from their teeth. An old I 
woman, who perhaps is alone on earth, 
sits in a corner weeping. 


"One goes through the outer gate, 


and the city unfolds itself like a scene 
of enchantment 
Think of a great city j 


entirely rose color, with white flowers 
, 


everywhere. 
Its 'ramparts, palaces, | 


temples, towers, balconies, are all rose. ' 
One might fancy they were covered 
over with Indian cotton of that color. ' 
It Is the tender rose pink of the eight- I 
eenth century. Anything more charm- I 
Ing in its strangeness is Inconceivable. 
One sees streets three-quarters of a 
mile long and twice as wide as our 
boulevards bordered with high pal- 
aces. Their facades are infinitely va- j 
rled with oriental fancy. There is an 
i 


extravagant piling of colonnades one ! 
on the other of festooned arcades, of I 
balconies, miradors In openwork carv- ' 
ed wood. All that Is in tender pink, j 
The border of every molding, though it 
were the tiniest arabesque, Is marked i 
with white. 
j 


"The crowds that give life to these > 


pink white streets present a bewilder- j 
ing display of color. 
Thousands of i 


merchants sit on the ground amid their j 
wares of stuff, of brass, of silver, of 
weapons. 
Women go about bargain- 


Ing with their faces hidden with many 
colored veils and their sleeveless arms 
covered to the shoulder with bracelets. 
In the wide roadway are cavaliers 
with silver arms, heavy wains drawn 
by zebus, elephants in housings of 
gold tissue, with endless designs paint- 
td on the proboscis. Dromedaries, each 
mounted by two persons, trot on light- 
ly, with necks stretched out like os- 
triches. In short, one has with the 
pink background the most bewilder- 
Ingly extravagant oriental picture. 


"But in this exhilarating scene are 


specters that seem to have escaped 
from the tomb. They have come from 
among the wretches who He at the 
ramparts or are going to Jain them. 
One wonders how they dared to come 
and face all this magnificence. Indeed, 
there Is not a mere handful of them. 
They stagger and reel; they look with 
haggard stare; they lie on the foot- 
ways among the merchants; the fall 
on the showy piles of merchandise; 
they hide as they can under the heaps 
of rags that cover them. These dying 
people are ryots of the plain in .which 
the pink and white city stands. Since 
the time when the monsoon did not 
break 
they 
have been 
struggling 


against the drought and now own them- 
selves beaten. Their cattle are dead. 
They have sold the hides for next to 
nothing. 
The fields they sowed are 


burned up, and they have sold their 
plothes, their silver rings, their brace- 
lets and anklets, and now Implore for 
food. They had heard that rice had 
been stored up at Jaipur. So it has. 
'All the packs those camels draw are of 
rice and barley. But it Is not to be 
given away except to the poor of the 
city. Still, a few grains may be spared 
for the ryots. On the off chance they 
have made their way to Jaipur."

A granary is too full, and 
bags of rice must be unloaded on the 
lootway. Three dying children, black 
with flics, have to get out of the way. 
All their people bave died of famluo. 
{The eldest lifts the youngest teuJ..;!y 
to remove him. He nrouhus him from 
ft death trance. The look of reproach 


to the heart of the 


stranger from France, Dot me eyes 
soon closed, never to open again. 
Scenes like the«e are to be met every- 
where In the pink and white city, over 
which crows and vultures congregate 
as the Invasion of the famished in- 
creases.

tog as assistant adjutant general on 
General McCook's staff at Los Angeles 
and moved his headquarters to Denver. 
He served there until Lieutenant 
Thomas Ward came down from Van- 
couver barracks to fill the place, and 
shortly afterward Chaffee joined the 
Ninth cavalry as major. 


"He was glad to get back to the reg- 


iment. 'And when 1 go back,' he said,

He could see from the ar- 
ray register jjjst where he would land, 
and, I think I remember it rightly, 
three deaths would let him get his ea- 
gle before he became of age. His high- 
est possible aim was to retire as a colo- 
nel, 
but it was on the books that he 


would retire as a lieutenant colonel. 
He was entirely satisfied. He had no 
more idea of getting on the firing lino 
again than I have of going to Peking 
tonight. 


"In four years he was a brigadier in 


Cuba and leading a division. In five 
years, he was a major general, and he 
is one yet. On top of that is the added 
distinction of being sent to take com- 
plete control of the United States arms 
in China, where the row may be any- 
thing from a consular affair to the 
biggest in history if it becomes general 
with the European powers."

the city. On that street a large retain- 
ing wall built on a piece of property 
owned by Fred Dowlin was undermined 
and washed out into the street, causing 
quite a loss. Manv cellars were als* 
flooded by the failure of the surface 
sewers to carry off the surplus water. 


The notch reservoir today stood at 33 


fe«t, where it has been for some days, 
and Broad Brook fead water to spare. 
Broad Brook water Is now supplying a 
larga part of the city. 


Arm Caught in Printing Machinery 


Colin Molntyre, a printer at the Ar- 


nold print works," had a narrow escape 
from a very serious Injury yesterday 
afternoon, when his left arm was 
drawn into- his machine. The arm was 
badly bruised and wrenched, but not 
hurt so badly as Is usually the case in 
an accident of this kind. A doctor 
dressed the wounds, but he was able to 
continue: with his work today. 


This decision, unless carried to a 


higher court, makes It legal for any 
newsdealer to keep his store open all 
day on Sunday for the sale of papers 
and cigars. As reported probable in 
this paper some days ago, this will 
probably not change the custosn o'f 
local news stores. The police orders 
were some time ago that all such stores 
should close at 3 o'clock on Sunday, 
but of late this has not been lived up 
to, except by those stores which wished 
to. The new law will therefore make 
little diffeirence ;>ere, except to make 
legal what has already been done. 


Judge Bosworth of Springfield yes- 


terday handed down a rulin- on the 
question of Sunday law enforcement, 
which settles the question of the right 
of newsdealers to s-ell papers and to- 
bacco on Sunday at any hour of the 
day that they may desire. The case 
was brought against A. N. Bloom, a 
Springfield dealer who had announced 
his purpose to test the law, there being 
two separate complaints, one charging 
him with the sale of a paper after 10 
o'clock in the morning and the other 
with the sale of tobacco. Bloom, ad- 
mitted the sales contending that he had 
a right to sell the articles under the 
law, 
but_ entered pleas of not guilty to 


the complaints. Judge Bo&worth did 
not make any extended ruling in the 
cases, but ordered Bloom discharged, 
which was equivalent to a decision that 
the law did not apply to his case. Ac- 
cording to this ruling, newspapers and 
tobacco can bs sold all day Sunday, in- 
stead of only part of the day, by news- 
dealers who are in the business regu- 
larly all the week. 


This ruling is under the new law, 


which failed to specify any hours on 
Sunday in allowing newsdealers' to 
sell cigars.

While a good many people know in 


k general way of the Bertillon system 
for the identification of crimtoala, com- 
paratively few know of the simple 
method which Unole Sara tms been 
bsing for a number of years past to keep 
truck of the meu wbo eat his rations 
Kiid wear bis uniform in the regular 
jrmy. The system employed by the war 
department might be termed the "nat- 
ural method" and is at once simple and 
ingenioua It does away -with all ap- 
pwatue except u vertical measuring 
rod aud a pair of Bcules. It is known as 
"the scar system" and has been found 
•wonderfully effective. 


There is.an unwritten theory in the, 


army tbat every man who enlists win 
at some time or other desert This la 
not entirely true, but the desertions art 
numerous enough to make it worii< 
•while to keep track of the offenders. In 
war the penalty for desertion is duutli, 
but in peace it is a loag term of impris- 
onment, and the subject is liable to pun- 
ishment no matter how long a term has 
elapsed since his offense was committed. 
Strange as it may seem, the men who 
desert most readily are the ones who 
straightway go back and enlist again, 
though usually in some remote seotion 
of the country. 


The "recruiting card," as it is called, 


is big enough to contain two 6 inoh 
outlines of a man's form, front and rear 
view, with a good sized border for mar- 
ginal notes. When the recruit is strip- 
ped for his physical examination, he is 
gone over from head to foot, and every 
appreciable scar or permanent skin 
blemish is recorded. Its location is ac- 
curately noted by a dot on the card, and 
its description is written on the mar- 
gin. The hands and face usually have 
the greatest number of scars, but those 
on the body are apt to be the more 
pronounced and characteristic, as it is 
usually a more severe wound that pene- 
trates the clothing and leaves its record 
on the flesh beneath. Moles are also 
noted, their color and dimensions, and 
other birthmarks or blemishes that 
would not ordinarily disappear with 
time. 


The question may arise as to what if 


a man have no scars, moles or birth- 
marks. That would be enough to identi- 
fy him, for in all the thousands of men 
who have been catalogued by the de- 
partment there has never been one who 
bore less than three clearly defined 
scars, while seven or eight is the more 
usual number, and there are some oases 
where the number runs up to 80 or 86. 
Further, so infinite are the chances of 
combination that there have never been 
two individuals whose height, weight 
and the number and location of their 
bears came anywhere near coinciding. — 
Washington Star. 


Slum Work In London. 


To accomplish any substantial result 


in slum v;ork in London, a woman must 
not only give time and strength bnt 
life itself. Miss Meredith Brown, the 
English philanthropist, who has been 
the champion of the factory girls for 
some years, says that women who know 
only the slums of Now York and Chica- 
go have no conception of the horrors and 
misery of the slums close to the aristo- 
cratic parts of London. The girls which 
Miss Brown's special mi&sion reaches 
are so rough and lawless thnt the Sal- 
vation Army woulu not take them in,' 
and the directors of a mission which 
had invited the girls to tea refused to 
allow them into the building again. 
The girls came to the feast with pillow 
slips under their aprons aud snatched 
everything to eat off the table before 
their hostesses could stop them. 


Finally the courageous women inter- 


ested in the welfare of these yonng 
semisavages decided that to reach the 
girls they wonld have to live among 
them. T«n dauntless women took up 
their residence in a rickety old house in 
the very heart of all the misery and 
squalor which makes the wild girls 
what they are, and their efforts at last 
were met'with more than an encour- 
aging response. " But it is very hard on 
the health," says Miss Brown. "Two 
years will break down any one, BO we 
have lost some of OUT beet workers." — 
New York .Commercial.

Kiteflying.

Returned American Sa», the 


Climate Is Not 


18 THE 


Pnltefl Stmtet Troop* 


Expeied. to U«b 
ter» Are Very Braela»—Good Skat- 
iiitr and IcaffteattBV on th« Rivers). 
Game In Plenty. 
Little danger, BO -far as climatic con* 


dltiona ore concerned, is to.be feared 
for tbe American troops now ordered 
for service in China, says the New 
York Post. 5 Men who have lived long 
in China even say that a winter In 
Peking is quite as healthful as a win- 
ter In New York. Broadly speaking, 
the 
difference of climate 
between 


northern and southern China is Just 
as great and may be fairly compared 
with that between the northern and 
southern parts of our country. t The 
summer weather at Shanghai and 
Hongkong is supposed to be unhealth- 
ful, but in the latter city most of tbe 
foreigners live on an elevation called 
the "peak" and escape the worst ef- 
fects. 
It is, however, into northern 


China that our troops are now being 
sent. 


According to a New Yorker who re- 


cently came back from Peking, "the 
climate there is chiefly remarkable for 
the wide difference between the sum- 
mer and winter temperatures. 
The 


Bummer Is very hot, and the almost 
constant rains make the air insuffer- 
ably humid. It is a healthy enough 
climate, in spite of this, if precautions 
are taken. Bubonic plague, cholera 
and fevers are by no means the ever 
present dangers reports would seem to 
indicate. In fact, the foreigners hi 
general pay little attention to them. 
They are confined almost entirely to 
the Chinese. The worst month of the 
year is August, whea the rains we 
almost constant. 


"Winter begins as early as Nov. 1, 


and there is no climate on earth finer 
than a Chinese winter. 
A man ex- 


hausted by the summer months is 
braced up completely and is very soon 
In splendid condition for another year. 
It is very cold, to be sure, but the dry- 
ness of the air—the same dryness Min- 
neapolis men tell you about—keeps you 
from feeling the cold. Even for men 
fresh from tbe tropics the only precau- 
tion necessary is to lay to a good sup- 
ply of winter clothes, and I see that 
our commissary department expects to 
have these on the ground before Oct. 1. 
Most Europeans get vaccinated, too, 
for there Is smallpox among the na- 
tives in winter. Efforts to stamp out 
the disease have been fruitless on ac- 
count of the -wajriB wfiicb the natives 
store their winter clothes. "With the 
return of warm weather all the furs' 
and woolens are piled together in pawn-' 
shops or public storerooms, where any t 
infection there may. be is distributed j 
in the most effective manner possible.' 
If our soldiers bring clothing with them 
and do not rely on native furs, there is 
no danger. 
;-. 


"As railway communication Is at an 


end, it is Itkely that our regiments will j 
be tied up for the winter-in or around ; 
Peking or Tien-tsin. It all depends on i 
the natives whether that stay is one ° 
of the pleasantest experiences of the 
soldiers' lives or a veritable nightmare. 
The little snow that falls evaporates 
quickly without melting and leaves j 
the ground in fine condition for horse-' 
back riding, and plenty of ponies are 
to be had. The river, and often flood- 
ed land on either side, freezes smooth- 
ly, leaving a fine surface for skating. 
One winter we had good iceboating as 
well. 


"The food supply is a problem which 


may present some difficulty. In the 
past Invading armies have always been 
able to obtain food somehow, even 
when cut off from their bases of sup- 
plies. In tbe Taiping rebellion and in 
the Japan-China war It was found re- 
peatedly that the hostile troops could 
easily buy all the supplies they wanted 
from unpatriotic arid mercenary na- 
tives. In one case I remember a Japa- 
nese force was hemmed in by Chinese 
on every side. With any other enemy, 
as people said at the time, they would 
inevitably have been starved out. As 
a matter of fact, however, all through 
the siege they got supplies regularly 
and fared pretty well. It may be safer 
to depend entirely on the regular com- 
missariat with a base of supplies at 
one of the open ports. 


"First on the list of native provisions 


Is, of course, rice. Datea are also a 
staple. Then there are a great maijy 
eorts of dried and preserved foods. la 
spite of the cold winter fresh grapes of 
a small, sweet variety can be obtained 
all the year round. They are picked 
in the fall and buried in a peculiar 
kind of sand, from which they can be 
dug six months later with the bloom 
still on. In summer there are many 
other fruits, among them the finest 
pears you ever tasted. Of vegetable 
food, in short, there Is a great plenty. 


"There is a great deal of game about 


Peking 
and 
Tien-tsin—wild 
geese, 


ducks, teal and snipe. 
It has been 


suggested, not Jokingly either, that one 
of the deep seated grievances of the 
northern. Chinese Is due to the great 
number of accidents which have hap- 
pened to Chinamen through tbe pro- 
miscuous bunting and shooting of tbe 
foreigners."

The possibility cf extending our 


market for agricultural imptomente in 
South Africa Is suggested by the fol- 
lowing arttcie written by a psominent 
merchant of the Orange Hirer colony 
and published in a recent number of 
The British Trade Journal, Just re- 
ceived at tfte treasury bureau of sta- 
tistics in Washington. 
Commenting 


upon prospective trade opportunities in 
South Africa,,the writer says: 


"I think all Me agreed that now the 


British flag is hoisted iu Pretoria, de- 
claring unmistakably to the world 
Britain's supremacy from Cape Town 
to Zambezla, symbolizing security, Jus- 
tice and equality, that that country will 
soon enjoy an unprecedented era of 
prosperity. 


"I would warn our manufacturers, 


especially agricultural Implement mak- 
ers and those in kindred trades, to be 
first In the market It appears some- 
what invidious to single out particular 
articles for special mention, so great 
will be the demand for all classes of 
merchandise. Yet it Is imperative in 
the interests of agriculture and agri- 
cultural Implement makers to state a 
few facts that have come within my 
personal experience. It has been too 
much the custom to send out to South 
Africa the same class of implements 
that are selling In this country. Such 
a policy is stupid and ruinous. 


"To begin with plows. 
The sale 


of these is practically unlimited, yet 
go to any store in the Orange River 
colony and you will find for every 
English made plow three or more 
from American and other foreign mak- 
ers. Farmers declare in favor of the 
American 
plow because they 
are 


lighter, yet equally strong, less com- 
plicated, lending themselves more read- 
ily to the undulating nature of the 
land. They are better designed than 
the average English plow. 


"The American plow does not get 


out of order so readily as the English 
made plow for the simple reason that 
it is less complicated and it has not so 
many sprtags It is very possible that 
under new conditions there will be an 
opening for steam plowing. 
A few 


sets are already working successfully 
in the Transvaal. 


"With the exception, of a disk roller,, 


harrows and rollers are not much used 
as yet. I tliiiiji there should be a fu- 
ture for tlieTfek roller in breaking up 
newly plowed land, and there is a 
great extent of new land broken up 
every year for maize, on which the disk 
roller should be very effective. The 
few I have seen were of American 
make. 
Drills and sowing machines 


should be cheapened and simplified as 
much as possible. There can be but 
little doubt about the future demand 
for these, because great and rapid im- 
provements will be made in the meth- 
ods of farming out there once the 
country is settled down to its normal 
self, and after this war there Is bound 
to be a large influx of new blood. 


"For reaping and binding machines 


there is a latge market so far scarcely 
entered upon by home manufacturers, 
for up to the present time they have 
been supplied almost exclusively by 
American makers. The potential mar- 
ket for these machines is very great. 
Makers should give machines a good 
finishing off with paint. Paint goes a 
long way in South Africa in helping 
to sell anything. Above all, they must 
not forget to provide duplicate parts 
at reasonable prices, procurable at con- 
venient stores. 


"Thrashing machines are mostly of 


British manufactaire. Yet here again 
there is room for vigilance, for I have 
heard that one or two American thrash- 
ing machines bare been Introduced. 
The advice offered as to lightness and 
compactness of reapers and binders 
applies with even greater force in the 
case of thrashers. 


"The demand for portable engines 


has been, great In the past, but I think 
$he demand in the future will put into 
the shade that of the past, not alone 
for thrashing, but in every other al- 
rection were engines are necessary for 
the developing of a new country. It 
is the duty *f our manufacturers to 
prepare for the great inrush of trade 
that m_ust follow the war."

Ralph Phelps, IO, of Monroe 


Bridge, Accidentally Shot 


by Companion 


NOW IN A CRITICAL CONDITION 


Bays Were Shooting at Target, and 
Companion Who Shot Phelps "Didn't 


Know it Was Loaded." Now in 


Local Hospital 


Ralph Phelps, a 10 years old boy 


whose home is in Monroe Bridge, was 
accidentally shot tbrou^n the head by 
a companion at Monroe Bridge yester- 
day afternoon, and. is now at the hos- 
pital in this city in a critical condition. 
It is feared that the wound will prove 
fatal, but the fact that the bay's condi- 
tion is nearly as good this afternoon 
as it was last eventag is strongly in 
his favor, and the doctors today ex- 
pressed hopes of hi8 possible recovery, 
although this is still very doubtful. 


The accident happened when, a' group 


of boys all about the same age were 
shooting at a tairgx-t wi^h a 32 caliber 
revolver. After all hafl taken, turns at 
shooting-, a boy named Ilamage, son 
of James Ramage, proprietor of the 
pulp mill at Monroe Bridge, took the 
revolver. 
He supposed, that all tho 


chambers had been erupted, and that 
they contaJnea nothing1 but 
empty 


shells. 


He began to wave the revolver about, 


pointing it at different members of the 
group, and snapping tnc trigger. The 
last of the chambers, however1, con- 
tained a bullet, and this was fired di- 
rectly at young- Phelpa' head, from a 
distance of about eight feet. 


The boy fell to the ground, and his 


companions were almost panip stricken. 
Help was summoned and Dr. Perry of 
Readsboro was called. The boy mean- 
while was unconscious, and the* brains 
were oozing slowly from the wound, 
which was just above the right eye. 


Dr. Perry dressed the wound as well 


as he could hastily, anil then carried 
the boy to a team, and he was driven 
to the railroad at Hoosac Tunnel, and 
brought to this city cm, the 8 o'clock 
train. The ambulant|> met him at the 
station here, and he was taken to the 
hospital. 


There Dr. M. M. Brown was summon- 


ed and asstisted Dr. Perry, Dr. O. J. 
Brown and Dr. Jones, probed for the 
bullet. 
TMs was found a.^suit two 


inches inside tha wound, the bullet 
having one towards the right side of 
the skull. Several small bits of bone 
had also eatered the brain and these 
were removed. 


The bo-y was unconscious all the time, 


showing life, but being too dazed to 
kntrtv anything. He was In a most criti- 
oal condition when he arrived at the 
hospital, but with simulants, he went 
through the operation without appar- 
ently losing ground, which encouraged 
the doctors. His condition this morn- 
ing was about the same, and it has 
remained unchanged through th-e day, 


He is one of a larg-e family of chil- 


dren, and was popular with his corn- 
p~"an<ions, who were greatly distressed 
over the accident.

Jim Lee, a laundryman doing- busi- 


ness on Union street, wu& the complain- 
ant in two cases in :>^ icu court this 
morning1. Michael ghu_.iro was charg- 
ed with nialicio'se mischief, and his 
brother, John 
t-ha.-jiro, was charged 


with assault f nd battery on Jim. Both 
pleaded not g-uiity, and the ca^cs were 
continued for trial till August 2. 


The disturbance c-ccurred a couple 


of days ago, and 1hr-re are 
various 


stories of what happened. The trouble 
started not from the state of affairs in 
China, but from the state of affairs 
regarding a shirt which Jim had laun- 
dered nicely, and for which he wanted 
pay before it was delivered. Jim al- 
leges that in the discussion Michael 
Shapiro seized a dipper of water stand- 
ing on the counter and threw the con- 
tents- ail over the newly laundered 
clothing that was on the shelves ready 
for delivery. 
Then he alleges that 


John Shapiro hit him .in the back. 


Other stories have it that several 


Chinamen gave the two Shapiros a 
100-yards dash down the street, flat- 
irons, etc., being themotive power. It 
is expected that the evidence* in the 
case will be of a srood deal of interest. 


Harry Canedy was in court charged 


with assault and battery on Mary M.
